K. SPEAKER POOLEY took the 
chair ut 2 o'clock, und after 
the Roy. \V. Buugh Allen bad 
read prayer, 

Mr. C. W. Clifford (Cassiur) asked 
permission to introduce a bill on bohulf 
o£ Edgar Dewdney and A. 1'. Luxton for 
the construction of a railway iii the Bella 
Cooia district ti> the Bulkley Valley. 

On motion of. W. It. Ross (Fertile) the 
petition presented yesterday on behalf of 
the West Kootcnuy Power und Light 
Co. wus accepted. 

On motion of Mr. Maegowan the reso- 
lution he introduced yesterday with ref- 
erence to the Royal Canadian Assurance 
Co. was accepted. 

Debate on Address 
Mr. Evans (Cowiehnn) resumed tlie 
debate on the address and claimed that 
the whole of the credit for establishing 
a market for British Columbia fruit in 
England should not he given to govern- 
ment agencies but much of it should he. 
ascribed to the pioneers of the industry 
who had made it possible by their en- 
ergy. 

He well remembered the time when 
the industry was in its infancy in Cali- 
fornia and everyone knew to what im- 
posing dimensions that state had devel- 
oped today as on oof the great fruit 
producing countries of the world. 

Mr. Evans then proceeded to explain 
the expense of clearing land at the coast 
and strongly urged the government to 
furnish stumping powder at cost to cu- 
uble the settler to clear larger areas an 1 
get it under cultivation. In California 
good stumping powder could be purchas- 
ed for $4 a box. Here be, the speaker, 
paid $7.18. lie further said that in rhe 
neighboring stnte of Washington stump- 
ing' by machinery was no longer an ex- 
periment but an assured success. Our 
own government should follow suit, as 
every additional acre cleared meant in- 
creased revenue to the province in every 
way as well as increased profit to the 
individual. 

The speaker complained of neglect 
on the part of the government of the 
roads in Cowiehau district and he was 
glad to hear from the speech from the 
throne that larger appropriations for 
roads might be expected this year. If 
was not before they were wanted. In 
addition to the repair of old roads, new 
ones were needed, especially on the West 
Coast where many new settlers were 
coming in. They were shut off from 
communication with other parts and with 
Victoria. An Indian reserve intervened 
and settlers who had attempted to cross 
had been prosecuted by tbe Indian agent. 
This was not right, new roads should lie 
surveyed and built. Mr. Evans declared 
that government road employees were a 
stumbling block to progress and it was 
bis intention to move for a return of nil 
expenditures in connection with road 
work in his constituency. 

Ho congratulated the government on 
their promise to amend the Municipal 
Clauses act. A premier's promise should 
lie like Caesar's wife — Inviolate — ami he 
hoped this promise would be fulfilled. 
He trusted also that the intentions of 
the Premier would also extend bis am- 
endments to the Schools act with respect 
to which he declared that he bad not 
met one man, Liberal or Conservative, 
who was content with the provisions as 
thoy now stood. Education was the 
foundation on which the fabric of true 
success in life was erected. Its Influence 
was widespread and incalculable. It 
made itself felt in tho counting house, 
in the store, in the field as 
well as in the higher walks of life. 
Such training demanded the highest pow- 
ers of the best qualified men and under 
existing regulations such men could not 
be procured for the miserable pittance 
available and he would see the stipend 
of teachers, especially in the country 
districts, substantially increased. 

■Mr. Evans then urged that more sys- 
tematic stops should be taken for the 
protection of our forests from the rav- 
ages of lire. 

He next called attention to an in- 
equality in the incidence of taxation be- 
tween the municipal and provincial acts 
and claimed that lack of uniformity in 
this matter was a legitimate ground of 
complaint and should he remedied. Then 
payments to municipal and provincial 
constables were different without any 
rhyme or reason and the discrimination 
was unfair.

Mr. Parker Williams (Socialist, New- 
castle 1 ) declared that the jeremiads of the 
opposition on tbe blue ruin prospects of 
the province had not been realized.

ruination theory had now been aban- 
doned and "general prosperity" was now 
tho plausible explanation. It was a ri- 
diculous idea that party govern- 
ments could do anything to pro- 
mote commercial prosperity. Take an il- 
lustration, the idea of the Ottawa gov- 
ernment giving a lead bounty was simply 
a charitable contribution to industrial 
development. It was simply tbe nation 
putting its hands into one pocket and 
shifting money to the other. Legislation 
could not depress or promote prosperity, 
it could only remove natural obstacles. 
If the price of copper fell !) cents a 
pound in New York tomorrow nothing, 
no amount of legislation or government 
interference would prevent ruin, disaster, 
strikes and tbe (dosing of unites. The 
Socialists believed that the house attach- 
ed too much importance to what it call- 
ed the •'business"' class, whilst the ma- 
jority of the people were not "business,'' 
but working people and wore ignored. 
The business affairs of Ibis province were 
settling down more and more into a few 
hands. The result was the development 
of an autocratic and domineering spirit. 
Through this good honest working men 
were forced out of the province often 
at the bidding of an alio::. These eondi- 
oiias wore rapidly producing a state of 
things which would precipitate trouble 
unless — of which he saw no sign at pres- 
ent — a streak of common sense came to 
our legislators. Then the same spirit 
was found in connection with adminis- 
tration of tbe law where the poor man 
was at an enormous disadvantage. Out- 
rageous fees were charged for purely 
nominal services. Why two lawyers 
would eat up the whole year's earnings of 
a workingman in two days. Today the 
administration of the law had become an 
instrument of the rich ami strong to op- 
press the poor and weak. This would 
have to be remedied, and if the benchers 
diil not remedy the evil then other simi- 
lar combinations would have to be or- 
ganised and legalized, and then the legal 
gentlemen would get a dose of their own 
medicine. 

lie scathingly denounced the ridicul- 
ous method of referring such a trilling 
matter ns a railway crossing which 
would cost about .f.'5 to the Dominion 
government and probably to the courts 
and so raise the costs of tho crossing to 
$3,000. 

Another absurd proposition was that 
a successful little smelter nt Ladysmith 
could not be kept going for lack of ore 
which a visit of the provincial mineralo- 
gist to the ore bell of that district might 
remedy. 

Railway Policy 

Referring to the railway policy of the 
government he commended thorn for 
continuing to refuse to put their hands 
into the public funds to aid grafters. 
There were already a dozen charters in 
existence; why did they not build 7 The 
general tendency of railroad construction 
was to make things worse for the labor- 
ing class. Tho only people benefited wns 
a bunch of speculators, that was all. It 
brought a crowd of settlers in and Hood- 
ed the labor markel, depressing wages 
and making every Condition worse. There

The 
ostensible reason was a change in the 
organization of the accounting depart- 
ment arranged by our comptroller. By 
this re-adjustment of the method of 
work an office employing nineteen men 
was to be closed. The men were given 
thirty days notice of tlie intention of the 
audit department and were advised that 
every effort would be made to provide 
tlieni with positions elsewhere. This 
was not acceptable to tho men and they 
demanded that they be transferred 'a 
a body. It can be readily understood 
Unit such a wholesale transfer could

Would Have to Be Fitted 
in where openings could be found. The 
stores employees here to the number 
of about fifty have also thought it well 
to leave oar employment. They formu- 
lated no grievances whatever, as to 
wages or conditions of employment but 
merely left out of sympathy with the 
office men. We had a written agree- 
ment with the Stores employees .by 
which they agreed to give us ninety 
days notice of their intention to ter- 
minate their contract with us, but this 
agreement they have seen fit to violate 
having left us on twenty-four hours' 
notice. .We have entered into many ar- 



rangements of the kind with various 
bodies of employees, and this is the 
first instance in which any body of 
employees have failed to honorably ob- 
serve their contract with us. It is an 
unfortunate season of tlie year for a 
mian with a family -to be out of work, 
and I greatly deplore the fact that any 
of our men should have allowed them- 
selves to be encouraged by uuwise coun- 
sel into tlie violation of a contract, and 
thus throw themselves out of employ- 
ment."

PROHIBITS MERGERS. 

New York Legislature Passes a Law 
Against "Holding Companies." 

Albany. X.Y., Jan. 17.— A lull to pro- 
hibit "holding companies" such as have 
lately effected the merger of various 
corporations especially tlie traction in- 
terests of New York city was introduced 
in the legislature today. It provides that 
"no corporation, domestic or foreign, 
shall hereafter hold directly or indirectly 
more than ten per cent, of the total am- 
ount outstanding of tbe capital stock of 
any transportation corporation or of any 
corporation holding more than the am- 
ount or proportion aforesaid of stock of 
any transportation corporation.'' Shares 
of stock acquired in contravention of this 
law are to be forfeited to and vest in the 
state of New York and it shall lie the 
duty of the attorney-general to obtain 
the transfer of the same, to the state by 
appropriate proceedings and recover to 
the state all dividends that: may have ac- 
crued thereon since such acquisition.

17.-The 
holiday truce in Russian political 
circles is over and the new politi- 
cal parties are mustering their 
strength for Russia's first all-important 
electoral campaign. The opening guns 
will 'he tired tomorrow, when the dele- 
gates of the constitutional democrats 
will assemble to discuss their elaborate 
platform. The party represents the ad- 
vanced liberal opinions of the zemstvo 
majority, and the platform will closely 
follow the resolutions of the last zem- 
stvo congress. There will be a con- 
ference of leaders of the allied moderate 
parties from various parts of the Bni- 
pire here this week. This coalition 
which embraces the party of law and 
order, the Octobrists anil live lesser fac- 
tions, has chosen the name of consti- 
tutional monarchists and will nominate 
candidates in common. Though officially 
they are in favor of 

Continuing the Armed Revolt 

they have awakened to the necessity for 
securing a representation in the com- 
ing national assembly, and are concen- 
trating their attention on securing a 
full registration, which expired yester- 
day, has been extended for two weeks. 

During the holidays the pacification 
of the country has been steadily going 
forward, By an unsparing use of the 
military and wholesale arrests of the 
leaders of the lighting organizations, the 
revolutionist s have been forced to re- 
turn to their old methods of assassina- 
tion. Not a day passes without reports 
of the 

Murder of Obnoxious Officials 

in several cities. So far St. Petersburg 
lias escaped, owing to the demoraliza- 
tion of the terrorists here, and the ac- 
tivity of the police-'. 

In addition to the Caucasus and' a few 
localities in Siberia, the open revolu- 
tion is now confined chiefly to small 
towns of the Baltic coast, where tbe 
difficulty of landing troops hampers the 
subjugation of the revolutionists. 

Following th(- example of (heir broth- 
ers on the mainland, the peasantry of 
even the tiniest islands in the Baltic 
have 'instituted independent republics; 
One of these on the islet of Liuusit, 
probably the smallest state in the world, 
already boasts of a revolution and a 
second president, the citizens having 
risen and overthrown the first presi- 
dent. '-The present chief magistrate, 
Janeenson, is addressing them in pro- 
clamations as "My Faithful Subjects. - ' 



LONDON, ,lan. 17. — The most prom- 
inent feature of today's election 
returns is the wholly unexpected 
stand made by Birmingham. Xot 
only were all of Jos. Chamberlain's 
seven candidates returned, but Mr. 
Chamberlain himself secured a majority 
of live thousand, while the majority of 
tilt! others averaged 3,000, 

Even allowing that the Liberal can- 
didates were not very strong as the seats 
were practically uncontested at the last 
general election and though the Libera] 
organization was not as good as in other 
parts of the country, the results at Itir- 
millgham are of the highest importance. 
They prove the groundlessness of the 
Liberal contention that this general elec- 
tion has killed tho fiscal agitation far 
a generation to come. Besides showing 
the unabated confidence of Birmingham 
in Mr. Chamberlain, the results there go 
also to confirm what already lias been 
noted in isolated contests that the can- 
didates who openly professed protection- 
ist leanings had good support and in 
some cases wero victorious. 

A Striking Contrast

— The national assem- 
bly met at 1 o'clock this afternoon in 
the congress hall of the royal palace 
ut Versailles for the election of presi- 
dent of the republic, ami elected M. 
Pallieres on the first ballot. . The as- 
sembly consists nominally of Hill depu- 
ties and ot)0 senators, but owing to 
deaths, illness and the passage of 
some of the deputies to the senate, 
leaving their seats vacant, the number 
present was decreased to about SGO, 
making ■Kit) votes necessary to elect a 
new president. The greatest, interest 
was manifested in tin? proceedings; 
which, however, wore very prolonged, 
the members of the assembly voting 
in alphabetical order, those waiting 
their turn discussing excitedly the 
prospects of their favorites. 

Several candidates were mentioned 
for the presidency In successlpn to M. 
Loubet, Including M. Pallieres, presi- 
dent of the senate; M. Doumer, presi- 
dent of the chamber of deputies; M. 
Sari en, former minister of Justice, and 
M. Bourgeois. The real contest was 
between M. Fallleres and M. Doumer. 
The former had the support of the ad- 
vanced Socialist and Radical groups, 
constituting the famous party which 
sustained the Combes ministry. 
The New President 
M, Clement Armand Fallleres, the 
new president of France, is the son of 
a magistrate's clerk and the grandson 
of a. blacksmith. He studied law and 
was culled to the bar at M 
which town he was afterwards mayor 
for many years.

AMERICAN IMMIGRANTS. 

Washington. Jan. 17. — The report of 
the United States immigration inspector, 
.Marcus Hrnim, ; was 'received by the 
house., today. It is severe in its stric- 
tures upon the governments of Italy and 
Hungary. Not a promise of the Hun- 
garian immigrant law has been kept, hi 
states. He asserts that; .fiiO.OOO.OOO has 
been sent from the United States Hi 
Hungary by immigrants. According to 
the report Hungarians and Italians are 
encouraged to refrain from becoming 
American citizens and urged to adhere lo 
the principles of their home government. 
Hungarians are advised lo establish 
their own schools, churches, etc., t i 
avoid the "terrible danger" of becom- 
ing naturalized by the United Slates. 
Armenians' Fraudulent Practice 

Mr. Braun then takes up Immigra- 
tion from Turkey and Asia Minor. 
.Speaking of the Armenians, he says 
that they have Invented a scheme 
w hereby they can stay in Turkey and 
at. the same time defy Turkish laws. 
This scheme consists of a large num- 
ber of Armenians going to the United 
States and as soon as they have earned 
sufficient money for their needs they 
return, supplied with American citi- 
zenship papers, and are continually 
conspiring against the Turkish gov- 
ern men t under the protection of Amer- 
ican citizenship. 

The same Is true in Syria and Pales- 
tine. In Jerusalem alone Mr. Braun 
found more than 1,0(10 "American citi- 
zens." He cites a number of In- 
stances of fraud these people practice, 
and declares that most of them speak 
not a word of English and most of 
them did not know the street of the 
City in which they claimed to have 
resided while iu the United States. 
Immigration From Italy 

Regarding Immigration from Italy, 
Mr. Braun says that tin Italian sub- 
ject may leave that country for any 
place on the globe except the United 
.States without a passport. He is 
required to pay a fee for a passport to 
the United Slates, and from this the 
government derives revenue.

vr-ts no need for more railways; there 
iviis no need to open up more land to 
settlers. There were millions of acres 
already opened tip aud available. There 
"■•ns iio need to interfere with the few 
paltry .-teres of the poor Indian. 

Ee twitted the opposition with their 
eagerness lust session to give till kind 
or subsidies to any kind of n railway 
policy. IMiey wheedled, unci coaxed, and 
cajoled, anything in fact, for a railway 
policy. 

He .scorned the claims of Mr. .T. A. 
Macdonald, the member for Rosslnnd. to 
having helped along the smelter bill. 
Why, he did just about as much as 
Little Jack Horner, who .sat in the cor- 
ner did. 

. Referring to the use of alien labor, lie 
declared that Doukhobors worked for 
half the rates that tiny other man would. 
Why they worked for half what a Self- 
respecting Chinaman demanded. This 
was the result of the much landed im- 
higration policy of the Dominion gov- 
ernment. The basis of the policy was to 
continuously replace cheap labor -with 
cheaper. In order to perpetuate this the 
process much keep going on.

They only 
pushed out those who were born here 
and replaced them with Doukhnbors and 
Calicians anil now were going still lower 
and .allying themselves with the Salva- 
tion Army, who with the mud-rake drag- 
ged the garbage of the filthiest society 
into the emigration offices. This pro- 
cess degraded and debused any country. 
Why the main transcontinental lines was 
strewn with coffins lor immigrants' 
food for immigrants, and in fact every- 
thing for immigrants. Anil to work this 
precious scheme they employed in lOug- 
laud the must unprincipled gang of 
scoundrels who ever disgraced Canadian 
public life. 

Finally he urged that emigration did 
not increase the population, it was a 
system of displacement and replacement. 

The continuance of this policy was a 
disgrace to the Ottawa politicians who 
climbed into nowcr on the back of the 
working classes.

If was mi old 
topic, had been brought before [he house 
again and again and was of sufficient 
importance to justify its repetition. The 
government was blind or they would see 
that every dollar spent by tlieiu in this 
direction would bring many dollnrs to 
the provincial revenue. Today stump- 
ing powder cost $0.75 a box, each set- 
tler used on an average $40 worth. in the 
season — importation by carload would 
save the used just $600 a ear asd it would 
therefore well nay the government to 
divide thus proht with the user. The 
mere discount for cash would give the 
government $42 a car and would more 
than pay for the work they did in nego- 
tiating the" purchase. He believed that 
the turnitlide of the government was 
largely due to the fact that it did not 
count within its ranks one member who 
had a practical acquaintance with the 
greatest industry in the province, agri- 
culture. 

Fruit growing was looking up although 
it would yet be. years before the industry 
attained its just proportions; it was yet 
in its infancy and would one day be- 
come a giant which would surprise the 
'world. 

The consolidation of the Municipal 
Clauses act. waff favornbly reviewed. 

Mr. Tanner claimed that nothing 
would cause generous settlement in Brit- 
ish Columbia unless the onerous condi- 
tions of land settlement were modified. 
It wjis too expensive and difficult. 

Ho condemned the infliction of a cost- 
ly experiment on the province in the 
form of the Schools act. IJe did not 
think any amount of tinkering would 
mend it. Nothing but the drastic remedy 
of repeal would avail. The present pro- 
visions would encourage the employment 
of cheap and incompetent teachers. If 
revenue raising was the main purpose 
why not increase the poll tax from $3 to 
$5V That would give general satisfac- 
tion. Last year 52,000 paid the revenue 
tax and an addition of $2 would give 
an increased income of $104,000 —a 
larger amount than was derived from the 
schools assessment. 

Richard Hall (Victoria City) 
Mr. U. Halt (Victoria) said no doubt 
the return of a Conservative member for 
Alhcrni would he a great relief to the 
government in lifting the nightmare that 
had worried them ever since they ertnie 
into power lest the Socialist support 
should be withdrawn. He believed the 
electors of.Alberui had acted "under the 
means of graft" in returning a govern- 
ment supporter. He condemned the 
Schools not as retrogressive — a step 
backwards. Roys should get a good 
quality of education up to fifteen or 
sixteen. The most successful men of 
our times were not. men who had been 
crammed with learning until they were 
21 but who had gone from school into 
commercial or industrial fields at fif- 
teen. This was tlte case if the curri- 
culum was properly administered. There 
was such *,i thing hs too much education. 

He contended that the prosperity of 
tile lumbering' industry was the direct 
result of the Dominion government im- 
migration policy. " • ' ~ 

He thought the government wan a 
little lax in administering the game laws, 
(iaiue wardens \vere for (ho purpose of 
seeing that the law was Carried out. 
There ux:re cases known to hhn where 
the bend of a male deer was placed on 
the carcase of a doe deer, that was a 
female deer. This was breaking the law 
and should be stopped. 

He thought the Knien island deal 
should first of nil bo submitted to the 
house. It was the only constitutional 
method. The same remark applied to 
the Songhces reserve. The house had 
been misled. The Indians would not 
quit, and so nothing had been done. He 
considered the Songhees reserve should 
go to the city of Victoria for their com- 
fort and enrichment. A similar policy

had been pursued with respect to New 
Westminster and Vancouver, and it was 
only fair. 

As to the railway policy, no doubt the 
Premier wlto although a young man was 
one of the ablest premiers the province 
ever had. would develop that just about 
the time he was ready to go to the coun- 
try. That was the science of politics. 

As to the surplus, he did not know 
what they meant; he only saw Increased 
taxation and refraining from necessary 
expenditures. It was a poor' system of 
political economy. 

Mr. W. C. Wells (Palllser) moved the 
adjournment.

TRAPPER AND 

V0YAGEUR DEAD 



Romantic Life Story Connecting 
Peaceful Days With Indian 
Fiohtlng Past 



Montreal Daily Herald. 

One of the most remarkable links 
between the Dominion of today and the 
old unsettled time of Indian lighting, 
nhd exploration of lands loiifi since set- 
tled passed away yesterday in the per- 
son of Mr. Francois. Mercier, who wuf; 
stricken by heart disease at the age oE 
08 years. 

• Eow men living can look hack to sd 
adventurous or useful ft career, as 
could Mr. Mercier. When ' the West- 
ern part of the northern half of this 
continent was almost ft terra incognito, 
given over . to 'buffaloes, and maraud- 
ing redskins, he was accumulating a 
fortune in the fur trade. When Alaska 
was merely a mark on the map, the 
sole piece of American territory under 
the Russian Hag, Mr. Mercier was ex- 
ploring its wilds. Later he won signal 
honor from Dope Leo xiii. for his ef- 
forts to Christianize the Alaskan abor- 

In Erench-Ciiniulian circles here for 
years past, Mr. Mercier has been a 
striking figure, and nothing pleased 
Win better than to tell the younger 
goiieratioiiM of his earlier adventures. 
Ills death will be mourned by many 
affectionate friends. 

Horn at St. Tan! l'Ermite in 1838, the 
young Erinicols Mercier developed a 
sturdy body and an adventurous spirit, 
which soon sent him afield from his 
native village. 

When only eighteen lie inaile bis way 
to tho then' extreme western town of 
St. raUl, Minn., whore he found em- 
ployment in the far trnde with the 
Northwest Company— the Northwest 
then being the present middle west 
states. . . 

Through the vast expanse of prairie 
extending from the Mississippi to the 
Rockies, he plied his trade with great 
success, albeit with considerable dan- 
ger, 

The Sioux and other tribes of Indians 
were still powerful and uusubjugatcd 
and as often as not on the warpath, 
when the lot of the fur trader wins as 
hard as it was depicted in the Leather- 
stocking Tales. Mr. Mercier wns many 
times attacked by the Indians, hut nl- 
wnvs managed to preserve his son lp 
1>y ' retreat to the numerous govern- 
ment forts. With such success did 
Mr. Mercier follow the fur trade that 
in a very few years he became inde- 
pendently wealthy. 

In the early '00s, Mr. Mercler's ad- 
venturous spirit led him to make a 
trip through the then unknown Rus- 
sian territory of Alaska and he always 
claimed that he was the lirst white 
man to explore that country. As n 
result of this trip when the United 
States Government in 1808 negotiated 
with the Russian Government for the 
purchase of Alaska. Mr. Mercier was 
engaged to nssist in the negotiations 
at St. Petersburg, and was later a 
member of the Bisl commission to de- 
limit the boundaries separating Alaska 
from Canada. 

Willie in St. Petersburg on this lirst 
commission, Mr. Mercier went to Paris, 
and gave several addresses before the 
Pftrte Geographical Society on Alaska 
and Western America. This resulted 
in one of the most dangerous feats of 
his career. The Paris Society had 
long held the theory that the abori- 
ginal Americans settled the continent 
from Siberia, crossing the Hehring Sea 
in canoes. To test the possibility of 
this theory they engaged Mr. Mercier 
to attempt the passage in a canoe. This 
ho did, crossing in a frail bark from 
America to Asia, for which service lie 
received the gold medal of the society. 

At the same time Mr, Mercier be- 
came interested in the ovangullalug of 
the tribes that inhabited Alaska, and 
finally succeeded in persuading Bishops 
Clut and Selgers to start Roman Ca- 
tholic mission* there. On a Inter visit 
to Europe Mr. 'Mercier was received 
in audience by Pope Leo XIII, and 
decorated in honor of these services, 
lie wits ulso honored by the United 
States Government for his services in 
Alaslcn. 

Mr. Mercier long continued his con- 
nection with the Paris Geographical So- 
ciety, for years as their solo member 
In Canada. He wrote several Inter- 
esting pamphlets and brochures on the. 
geogrophy, geology and natural history 
of Alaska. Ho was also much Inter- 
ested in fossils and made a splendid 
collection of Alaskan fossils which is 
now owned by the government nt Ot- 
tawa.

THE INDUSTRIES TO GET. 

Mr. Morley in his meeting on Tuesday 
evening slated that an industry em- 
ploying 500 men would be of much more 
advantage to tho city than the new C. 
P. It. hotel. We may take that for 
granted. The Colonist has bWh most 
persistent in its expression of appre- 
ciation of industries, large or small, 
and does not by any means despise the 
small industry. The C. P. R. hotel 
does not interfere with the getting of 
industry, but rather assists in that di- 
rection. The point is, however, that we 
have the hotel; now let us get the in- 
dustries if we can. Does Mr. Morlty 
know whore hp can put bis finger on 
one employing 500 men? Does he know 
how it can lie brought about'.' 

FREE PORTS. 

It is obstTved with pleasure that the 
transportation commission has reported 
to the government at Ottawa in favor of 
making certain of the leading ports of 
Canada, including Victoria and Van- 
couver, Tree ports— not free in the sense 
in Which old Victoria was a free port- 
free of tariff imposts— but free of har- 
bor and all other dues. Should the gov- 
ernment adopt the recommendation, 
which it is sincerely to be hoped it will, 
it. will solve the question of pilotage 
dues and place the city on a most fav- 
orable basis as compared witli Seattle 
and Taciima and result in all probabil- 
ity in having coal bunkers constructed 
nt Ksquinialt. Victoria wil] thtn be in 
a position to take full advantage or 
its natural position. 

THE ELECTIONS TODAY. 

Practically all has been said that can 
be said regarding the Issues to be de- 
cided at tho polls today. As a rule, 
people make up their mind before the 
day of election as to which way they 
should vote, and having made up their 
minds, dislike the process of revising 
their judgment. 

We wish at this opportunity, how- 
ever, to impress upon electors the great 
desirability of weighing carefully the 
result of their voting. The Colonist 
has no particular ticket. It has en- 
deavored to lay down some of the 
principles which should guide in (lie 
selection of candidates — that is to say, 
principles which in Its humble opinion 
should govern. If electors fail to fol- 
low its advice to any extent they will 
make their own application of these 
principles in their own way. If there 
is one thing the average mail hates 
to be lectured about it is his duty in 
voting.

WHAT IS INSUBORDINATION? 

It is regrettable that it is necessary 
(o discuss matters which are inciden- 
tal to the enquiry now going on be- 
fore Judge Lampman. Miss Cameron 
states that the Colonist professes to lie 
fair and anxious for a "square deal," 
and is not fair and is not giving her a 
"square deal" in stating that her elec- 
tion would mean the placing of a prem- 
ium upon "insubordination." She 
claims that the affidavits were, so to 
speak, her own property, and that 
legally she was entitled to keep them. 
In other words, as we understand it, 
the school trustees had no right to 
demand them, and, therefore she was not 
guilty of insubordination in not giv- 
ing them up. Moreover, she claims 
that she did not then have them in her 
possession, and therefore, could not de- 
liver up what she had not. We are 
afraid that it is playing with words to 
take that stand, and in this connection 
it may be desirable to state that through- 
out the controversy that has been rag-' 
lag, the Colonist has endeavored to 
differentiate between the personal re- 
lation and the public status of Miss 
Cameron in this matter, It is not now 
and never litis been in the slightest de- 
gree unfriendly to Miss Cameron. It 
has been extremely sorry to discuss her 
from the public point of view. 

To take her own position at the pre- 
sent time, as she defines it, she must 
have secured the affidavits from the 
children for a public purpose. They 
must have been taken for the object of 
proving to the trustees— alias the pub- 
lic— that the children making the affi- 
davits did not use rulers in drawing 
certain figures. She did it in her pub- 
lic capacity as teacher. Therefore, the 
affidavits were public property, and not 
Miss Cameron's, and, therefore, they 
should have been given up to the trus- 
tees when demanded, no matter for what 
purpose they were required. It is not 
for Miss Cameron to pass judgment 
upon the trustees as to their motives in 
desiring them. 

On the other hand, if Miss Cameron 
claims that they were her private prop- 
erty and were taken for private pur- 
poses, her action in getting the children 
to execute them was highly improper. 
Legal or morally, .Miss Cameron is out 
of court. 

Again, ,is Miss Cameron is standing 
on her legal rights, legally, the affi- 
davits tvero in her possession when she 
was asked for them whether they were 
actually in the drawer of her desk or 
in Mr. Peirson's safe. Mr. Peirsoil was 
acting for her as the custodian or theso 
documents. This view is confirmed 
by Mr. Peirson himself by the position 
lie took when asked for them. They 
wore, he said, not his property, but the 
property of Miss Cameron; and ho 
COIlld net give them up without her or- 
der. 

Then, insubordination is not to be 
judged by the single act of refusal. Her 
conduct must he considered in relation 
to a series of acts ami circumstances, 
all of which point to a llippnnt disre- 
gard for the' wishes and. opinions of 
the Hoard of school trustees, and other 
constituted authority as well. We can* 
not assume that then; is any reason 
why Miss Cameron .should be exempt 
on account <if her extreme cleverness, 
which everybody admits, from the ap- 
plication of disciplinary methods nec- 
essary to the proper regulation of our 
public schools, If every teacher should 
take the same course absolute chaos 
would result. A great many, if not all, 
who are supporting her in her present 
attitude are doing so because they re- 
gard, her a clever, an excellent teacher, 
and a good lighter, a quality proved by 
many a previous battle. However 
much these things may appeal to the 
personal sympathies, they are not the 



illation confirmed as correct by mem- 
bers of the committee of public in- 
struction, by several independent ex- 
pert draughtsman, and by members of 
(the school board, who, by the way, 
were previously prejudiced in Miss 
Cameron's favor.

Chinese Lottery 
Banker Arrested 



Paul Webster Broke the Bank 
and Chinese Would Not 
Pay Winnings. 



Made Complaint Against Yee Wo 
Lottery and Banker Is 
Arrested. 



The police have started a campaign 
against Chinese lotteries, and Oils 
morning the first offender will be pro- 
ceeded against. Chin Koy Bong, 
banker oC the Yee Wo Company's lot- 
tery at 40 Cormorant street, was ar- 
rested yesterday on n warrant issued 
by JC. Peirson, J. P., by Constable An- 
drew Wood, charged with having on 
January 12 unlawfully sold tickets for 
a Chinese lottery to Paul Webster. 

Paul Webster went on Friday last 
to Chinatown to play the Chinese lot- 
tery. He went into the premises of 
Chin Koy Bong and asked for a lottery 
ticket. He was given a blank of the 
Tee Wo Company, with the usual SO 
Chinese characters marked on a 
square piece of tissue paper, and 
marked ten spots with a Chinese brush 
as customary. 

When Mr; Webster returned to com- 
pare the ticket distributed after the 
drawing with his ticket, it was found 
lie had been unusually fortunate— he 
had ten spots Identical with the win- 
ning ticket. This called for the pay- 
ment by the banker of $540 for the 
ticket he had paid 15 cents for. 

"Velly solly," said Chin Koy Bong 
when the winner showed his ticket. 
"Bank him bloke." 

There was some discussion. The 
winner insisted on being paid, and tne 
Chinese, Insisted that the bank was 
already broken and the funds were not 
available. Finally they asked the 
winner to come next morning, Satur- 
day, to collect. Again payment was 
refused and the winner went to the 
police and asked them to collect. The 
police, while not in the collecting busi- 
ness for collecting gambling winnings, 
were anxious to secure evidence against 
Chinese lotteries, regarding which it is 
dillicult to secure evidence. They 
were willing to prosecute. 

In the meantime Mr, Webster re- 
tained Mr. Frank Higgins, attorney, to 
look after his interests, and when the 
bank remained broke the Chinese who 
were in charge were arrested. With 
the evidence of Mr. Webster it is con- 
sidered by the police that they will be 
able to convict the accused of running 
a Chinese lottery. 

Since other white men who have 
"played the Chinese lottery" have come 
forward with evidence and it is expect- 
ed some other arrests will follow, and 
within a few clays it will b.e dillicult 
lo find a lottery in Chinatown. 

Chin Koy Hong was released on bail 
yesterday in the <um of !f500, pending 
trial.

The birds I 
will be put down in such localities as ■ 
are considered by the committee most I 
favorable to the success of the experi- 
ment."

Stirring Speech by Charles Hay- 
ward, the Popular Mayor- 
alty Candidate. 



The municipal election campaign ot 
3006 was brought to a close yesterday 
evening by n packed meeting held in the 
city hall, when the various candidates 
lor municipal honors wore heard :it 
length on the issues oi the day. Chas.. 
10. Rcdfern presided. The meeting did 
not adjourn until midnight. 

.1. Levy was the first speaker. lie 
said he would have liked to bear the 
retiring aldermen say something. There 
was one tiling he desired to emphasize, 
and that was the necessity ot doing away 
with the aldcrtunnic salary and if elected 
ln> would not touch one cent ot the sal- 
ary. He thought people did not take 
mailers seriously enough. The city ex- 
pends about $000,000 a year. It was a 
serious matter and in selecting managers 
for the city men who have been success- 
ful in business should be chosen. If not 
elected it; would not bother him as he 
would still be able to cat. Hut if elud- 
ed he would not be afraid to give an 
account of his stewardship at the end 
of the year. (Applause.)- 

.1. S. Yates, the nexr sneaker, said it 
appeared to him that the ratepayers 
would have to vote for aldermen in 
Central ward without hearing from many 
of the candidates, lie thought it aviis a 
small courtesy to the voters, lie thought 
the Songhees reserve was the most im- 
portant question before the electors. 
There were three owners to consider — 
the Indians, the Dominion and pro- 
vincial governments, which would all 
have to be considered before the city 
Was taken in on the question. He then 
toad the motion which was jrecently 
passed at the eity council. He cons'ul- 
errd that the rights of the city were 
shown in the preamble to the bill passed 
at the legislature. He condemned the 
past council for making such small 
claims on t lit* hind. 

Mr. Hayward here entered the hall 
and was greeted with loud applause. 

Mr. 1'ates thought that if the C. P. It. 
were given the same rights to the re- 
serve as the city it would not be long be- 
fore the Indians were removed. He re- 
ferred to the purchase of Sidney island 
ihy a party of 0. P. It. offleinls for which 
it was said to lie for n hunting preserve. 
He thought that it wax to be held as a 
reserve while the G. P. II. were hunting 
for the Songhees reserve.

Mr. Hayward's Address 
Chas. Hayward, on taking the plat- 
form, was again given a good reception.

He desired to allow the rate- 
payers to vote on their memory, and 
would stand on his record, which was 
before thou. During his term of olHeo 
the city had progressed very rapidly, anil 
all enjoyed a good deal of prosperity, 
ami if returned -he-would, do his -best to.

Anyhow the progress of the city since 
his term of office had been no better 
than when lie served. _ His platform 
was a wide anil progressive one. What 
does Mr. Morley promise?

had been advised .by three of the best 
legal men in tho province and they were 
acting on it. The city hud recorded the 
water at Coldstream and the result was 
an injunction from the company in pos- 
session of the rights, 

Advertise the City 
!:: order to advance the interests of 
the province a great deal of advertising 
had boon done drawing attention to the 
resources of the country and he con- 
sidered that the Tourist association had 
advertised the city all over the country 
ami all property owners in the cit'yi 
would profit by the capital that would 
be attracted by the advertising. He 
wished to know what the opinion of out- 
siders would he if Mr. Morley were 
elected? He thought the press would be 
afraid to send the news out and mention 
the istaie at the same time. The press 
agents would say that Victoria is in the 
hands of tho agitators and that Mr. 
Morley, the loader of the agitators, is 
in the chair. If be (the speaker! were 
elected they would be able to say that 
they have a progressive man in the 
chair. (Cries of Hear, hear.) 

He thought it very unlikely that capi- 
talists would come to the city if Mr. 
■Morley were elected. Mr. Morley had 
come to the city without credentials 
ami since had been an agitator, Look 
at bis record in the voters' league. He 
had broken it up by his agitation; the 
sai'ao of the chamber of commerce, and 
he had also endeavored to break up the 
board of trade. 

A short time ago Mr. Morley had 
though! that Mr. Hayward was a very 
lit person to fill the position of president 
of the board of trade, hut because lie 
refused he was not lit to occupy the posi- 
tion of mayor. 

Regarding the water question he was 
not prepared to say what was the best 
course to pursue in this matter without 
very careful study. Hut if elected be 
would do his best for the interest of 
the city and when any scheme was 
brought up he would he pleased to dis- 
cuss it before a public meeting, 

In conclusion he expressed the hope 
that lie would be again given the great 
honor to occupy the mayor's chair. 

.1. Manton — Are you in favur of the 
secret agreement V 

Mr. Hayward saw no harm in the 
agreement because it was not binding on 
the part of the city and could not be 
made binding until the ratepayers said 
so; and the city had a customer before 
they secured the water. 

Tims. Worfhington — Are you in favor 
of water meters V 

Mr. Hayward replied that it was a 
question of circumstances, 

Mr. Worthiugton— What will von do 
to those who have meters? 

Mr. Havward— If there is sufficient 
water I would favor taking them out. 
. Mr. Worthiugton— What will you do 
with them? 

A Voice— Give theni to •Worfhington. 
— (Laughter.) 

Mr. Morley Speaks 
Mr. Morley was the next speaker. 
He did not know If he was an agitator 
or not. Mr. Hayward had wondered 
why he had not told his policy before. 
His reason was that he was not ready 
to do so, He had been misrepresented 
by the Colonist, which stated that ho 
would not do so because he was 
afraid to discuss it. Before making 
his policy known lie would say that it 
would be an absurdity to discuss it 
Bijrtw, as the time was too short. The 
water works question was the only 
point that Mr. Hayward had attacked 
him on. Mr. E. V. Bodwell had advo- 
cated tho rights of the city to the 
water below the power house. Be- 
tween the present - power house and 
the source lies the power for the use 
of Victoria In the future. Why did 
the city file a record when it was 
agreed that the city owned it all? And 
it was on this action that it was de- 
cided to fight in the present lawsuit. 
Mr. Morley did not want to leave it to 
the lawyers, as he thought that the 
city was being dragged Into a needless 
lawsuit. The whole matter rested on 
the question of the sole right, and if 
elected he would introduce a motion to 
expropriate all the water, along with 
the addition of tire power house, dams 
and other improvements. 

With regard to cheap light, he stated 
that it was figured that light could be 
furnished at the rate of 1 cent per 
kilowatt hour, whereas Victoria was 
paying 13 cents. The water works 
system was a very big one, but the 
citizens could obtain a water works 
system so that it would not cost the 
ratepayers one cent, but would give 
assistance in paying for improvements. 

Regarding the telephone service, he 
said that in the East they were only 
charged one half what Victoria paid 
and besides gave a good amount into 
the city coffers. 

He would lose no time in impressing 
on the provincial government the 
necessity of electing police and licence 
commissioners, instead of appointing 
them as at present. He was not in 
favor of tearing the staff at the city 
hall to pieces, but thought it could be 
worked on improved lines. He was in 
favor of an Independent auditor, so 
that every man could understand it 
without having to go to the city hall 
for information. 

He was In favor of day labor and an 
eight-hour day. 

He would suppress nil gambling as 
soon as it could be done. 

Regarding the Indian reserve, he 
thought that if the city council had 
noted properly the question would have 
been settled before today. The ques- 
tion was removed from the legislature, 
but if the members for the city were 
content to allow the Ileutenant-gover- 
nor-ln-councll, that it would be settled 
in six months. 

Other Speakers 
Aid. Douglas made a brief speech, 
reciting the year's work at the council 
board. 

Aid. Pell as an old member of the 
council would be pleased to answer 
any question. Regarding the Indian 
reserve, he would tell a few things 
which had not been mentioned. He 
referred to the motion introduced by 
himself at a recent meeting, and said 
that he only asked for what, he 
thought they would be able to obtain, 
pie read from a communication from 
the minister of justice of the Dominion 
stating that the Dominion government 
had to give the authority to remove 
the Indians, and no mayor or alderman 
could do more than keep agitating fori 
their removal. A letter from Premier! 
McBrlde on January 17 stated that the 
government would make no move! 
without taking the interest of the city 
Into consideration. 

Regarding a progressive sidewalk 
policy, the council since I0UI bad been 
very progressive, which was shown by 
the permanent sidewalks, of which 
Seven miles were laid in 1901 and over 
eight miles in l'J0, r >. 

Regarding the Rock Ray causeway, 
It gave the citizens a 5-cent fare to 
the Gorge and the tramway company 
had given $10,000 towards it. Re- 
garding the Rock Ray bridge, It bad 
been said he was blocking the ques- 
tion and was'called a meddlesome law- 
yer, but be had been elected to meddle 
in these matters and had done so. He 
was not in favor of the Rock Bay 
bridge, and acting on his opinion that 
the work shook' not be gone on with 
till they had r#?elved permission from 
the Dominion government, and If it 
bad been gone on witli It would have 
resulted In an Injunction, 

He was also interested in the Old 



Men's Home, fiiirid, was a member of 
tlip committee who had made a suc- 
cess of the agricultural show. He was 
one of the library commissioners and 
if elected would do his best to give 
them a good library. Regarding sew- 
ers and septic tanks, they were work- 
ing on a $100,000 loan and he- was in 
favor of the septic tanks and Intro- 
duced the system. 

Regarding the park at the Gorge, he 
was pleased that he was a meniber of 
the council which purchased the park. 
He asked if the meeting was in favor 
of a park for the North Ward. 

Regarding the electric light system, 
they were now Installing a plant which 
would supply all the lights necessary, 
and it would bo ready for operation 
as soon as the workmen could put it 
in position. He could not do anything 
in Victoria West until he received a 
good map. He referred to Birdcage 
walk as being a direct route to Bea- 
con Hill park. 

Brief speeches were then made by 
Andrew Blygli. William Humphrey, 
Aldermen Fullerton, Hall and Hanna, 
and Messrs. Bragg and Spragge. 

On the conclusion of the talks by 
the aldermanic candidates, the aspir- 
ants for the position of school trustee 
were heard, the first speakers being 
E. A. Lewis and Robert Mowat. Miss 
Cameron followed. 

The meeting adjourned on the 3troke 
of 12 o'clock. 



SOME MATTE US OF 

TRADE INTEREST 



Commercial Interests at Japan 
and Mexico Make Inter- 
esting. Reports. 



In the last weekly report issued by 
the Trade ami Commerce department, 
Alexander .Maclean, commercial agent 
ut Yokohama states that tho Japanese 
firm that imported Canadian cattle to 
the order of the government, express 
their satisfaction at the continued ex- 
cellent condition of the stock. Hercto- 
for, the Japanese purchased cattle from 
the United States chiefly, this being 
the first importation from Canada, and 
if the trial proves satisfactory their 
future purchases will be largely nuidi; 
in Canada. The agent remarks that 
the Japanese only want thoroughbreds 
of well attested pedigree. Tho .lapamse 
agent, under whose direction the buy- 
ing in this country was done, says that 
it did not. appear that Canada had any 
thoroughbred cattle but those Imported, 
The Canadian 'breeders imported in or- 
der to breed down, which was what the 
Japanese were doing, and it was a 
question whether the latter had hotter 
go direct to England and Scotland than 
to buy imported Canadian stock for 
importation to Japan. He said there 
was any quantity of excellent cattle to 
he had in Canada, but the expense ot 
importing grade cattle was great, while 
tho value was much less than in the 
case of pure bred. 

A. W. Donly, commercial agent at 
Mexico City, Mox., writes to the de- 
partment stating that there is a, very 
large quantity of a cheap grade of sal- 
mon consumed in that republic, anil the 
label of the brand in the greatest de- 
mand, one account of its price, .states 
thnt it is packed in Alaska. It is 
shipped from San Francisco.- The price 
there is 05 cents per dozen, nnd a four- 
dozen case laid down in Mexico costs 
$12.00, silver. It retails at 38 cents 
per can. If Canadian packers can put 
up a cheap article, to compete with this 
in price, there is iin immense business 
to be had. Of course, continues Mr. 
Donly, there is a considerable business 
to he done in better grades for those 
who want a good article, but the prime 
consideration there, amongst the masses, 
are cheapness and looks. 

REMARKABLE WOMAN'S END. 

Death in Philadelphia of a Celebrated! 
Character. 

Philadelphia. Jan. 17.— John McMur- 
row, son of Anita McMurrow. known a s 
the Countess Do Rattencourt, was to- 
day committed to prison to await the 
coroner's inquest into the death of ins 
mother. Mrs. McMurrow died sudden- 
ly yesterday and the- police say that a 
short time previous to her death she hud 
quarrelled with her son. McMurrow 
declared he was in no manner respon- 
sible for his mother's death. An invts- 
tigation into the woman's death indi- 
cates that she died from heart trou- 
blo. 

Coroner Jerraou, who is making an in- 
vestigation into tho dpflth of Mrs. 
Anita McMurrow said today that he 'be- 
lieved the remarkable old woman came 
to her death through natural causes. 
John McMurrow, her son who was ar- 
rested in connect ion with her death 
was committed to prison to await the 
coroner's inquest an ntltopsy hold today 
refutes the charge's that son had beat- 
en his aged mother, but the coroner 
deemed it best to bold the young man 
until an analysis of the dead woman's 
stomach could be made. 

Little was learned to throw addi- 
tional light on the remarkable career 
of Mrs. McMurrow, who posed as the 
claimant of rich estates valued at 
$32,000,000 in Spain and Cuba, and 
who on the strength of her claims, had 
in lifetime acquired world fame, 

Mrs. Mi-Morrow came into the pub- 
lic notice in the early TD's, when she 
claimed to be the daughter of a rich 
Spanish grandee. During the Centen- 
nial exhibition in 1N7<"> when people 
from all over the world visited Phila- 
delphia she lavishly entertained distin- 
guished guests of this anil other coun- 
tries. Some years later her claims hav- 
ing been scouted 'by some of those 
from whom she had received money, 
she was arrested on the charge of 
swindling. She was not convicted. 

Soon after her marriage, many yours 
ago, the woman set afloat tho story 
that she had inherited an estate worth 
millions. Her story was believed, and 
she made good use of the confidence the 
tale begot. Without any difficulty she 
obtained a loan of $05,000 from Benja- 
min Crabtrec, and subsequently went 
abroad. Upon her return here she 
called herself the Countess Do Biltten- 
court. Her operations then took a 
wider scope, including professional men. 
bankers and diplomats, -So successful 
was she that she sot upon extensive 
establishment. 

Her home was one of the finest in 
Philadelphia, and society flocked there. 
At one of her functions in. 1870 were 
Preside ut Grant, Don Pedro of Brazil 
and Senor Raroa, Spanish minister to 
tlie United States. Senor Huron was n 
frequent visitor after that, and one 
night the countess induced him to let 
her have for a day the £20,000 that 
had boon sent him for legation expen- 
ses. She did not repay the sum, and 
with disgrace staring him in the face 
the minister shot himself in the Fifth 
Avenue hotel. New York. 

Late Monday night, neighbors heard 
screams in tho house and cries of 
murder. No one interfered. Later a 
servant summoned Dr. II. M. Hinkle, 
tin; family physician, who found her 
dead. An examination showed marks 
on her body and a bruise un bet fore- 
head. 



Morocco and 

Its Reforms 



Delegates to Conference Pre- 
pare for Opening Sessions 
Today, 

Why Powers Do Not Hold Con- 
ference on Russia Puzzles 
the Moors. 



Algeciras. Jan. 17. — The delegates of 
the Moroccan conference took a day of 
leisure today, in order to enable the sec- 
retaries to got ready for their work, and 
in private conversation among them- 
selves or spent the time in preparing 
witli their junior colleagues for tho dis- 
cussion of tho surveillance of contraband 
arms in Morocco, the first question to 
be discussed at the next meeting. 

When the conference shall have agreed 
on regulations for the punishment of 
foreigners engaged in smuggling arms 
into Morocco most of the countries will 
have to legislate on the subject, as only 
Great Britain and Spain can by orders 
in council penalize their subjects. 

While the talk among the ambassa- 
dors is all of conciliation and harmony. 
Mohammed El Torres, the Moroccan 
foreign minister and head of the mission 
of .Morocco and Mokri, the sultan's prin- 
cipal agent, ih> not believe that the con- 
ference will agree. 

Moorish View of Situation 

Budget Moakin. an eminent authority 
on Morocco, had a prolonged conversa- 
tion in Arabic which Mohammed el 
Torres repeated to the Associated Press. 
The Moorish views are as follows. 

Mohammed el Torres will he a sub- 
missive observer until it enters the lat- 
ter stages. If I lie powers do not agree, 
the conference will fall to pieces of it- 
self without I bo Moors lifting a Bnger. 
If however, the powers accept a general 
plan of control of Morocco, tho sultan 
cannot be asked to submit to anything 
Unit will insult the faith or provoke a 
.rebellion among his own people. The 
powers will hesitate before facing an 
international occupation of Morocco to 
ininoso a scheme of administration. The 
Moors expect some power to take their 
view point oven were a general agree- 
ment. Tho whole of the islam world if 
somewhat excited over the fate of Mor- 
occo as it is the last independent niussel- 
mnn kingdom of Africa. In concluding 
the conversation Mohammed el Torres 
used the following expressive sentence 
as indicating the 

Inconsistency of tho Powers 

"Why don't they hold a conference 
on Russia and establish order there." 
He expressed satisfaction at the fact 
that the conference will begin witli a dis- 
cussion of tho contraband arms as this 
is one question in which Morocco is anx- 
ious to secure the intervention of the 
powers. The Morocco contend that while 
the French and,' German governments 
nominally restrict contraband arms when 
entering Morocco, the great manufac- 
turers of arms in Franco and Germany 
reap n harvest by the illicit introduction 
of arms, thus fomenting anarchy and in- 
surrection. On tho other hand some of 
the ambassadors fear that the contra- 
band question may. .perpetrate a crisis 
over the main French anil German con- 
troversy. _ jj /

Engine Driver Killed 

Jim Jones l.lanies W. J s) of Seattle, 

the engine driver, was killed. For some 
time doubt was entertained as to bis fate. 
The escaping steam enveloped everything 
In the Immediate vicinity of the engine, 

and hope was entertained that he might 
have 'been thrown oil', or had leapt off, the 
engine, lint In- had died at bis post. When 
the steam bad partially cleared away ho 
was found lying on top of the boiler, 
pinned under the smoking car. He was 
alive, but terrlby mutilated. Ills left leg 
lay under the car, and the only words be- 
spoke were: "Don'! cat oft my leg, boys." 
He was released as Quickly as possible, 
but died before- he reached the palace car. 
He was an experienced driver, his term 
of service extending over a period of six- 
teen or twenty years. He was about 55 
years of age, and leaves a wife and three 
children. /The body . was brought to Van- 
couver. 

There were about a score of passengers 
or. the train, only two of whom were in- 
jured, and that slightly. Charles lloffer- 
CatBi>, of Blaine, sustained injuries to his 
back, and Paul B. Thompson, passenger 
agent, Illinois Central railway, Seattle, had 
bis ankle ■ sprained and n flesh wound on 
the knee. There were four ladles and one 
little boy among the passengers. All live 
escaped without Injury. ,1. It. GdlrilS, the 
fireman of the train, had a wonderful es- 
cape, lie was in bis seat on the engine 
when the train was derailed, and he re- 
mained there till the derailed train be- 
came motionless. The passengers behaved 
splendidly. Dr. Monro, of Vancouver, 
traveled by the relieving train and attend- 
ed to the sufferers. Detectives Jackson 
and Waddell represented the city police. 

Immediate steps were taken to clear Hie 
track nnd traffic will be resumed as soon 
as possible. 

Passenger's Account of Wreck 

The conductor of the train was Frank 
Scovell, of Seattle, a cool and experienced 
railwayman. Mr. Passage, the company's 
accountant, as stated below, was a pas- 
senger by the train, and his presence help- 
ed to give confidence to the oilier officials, 

Messrs. A. J. Passage, accountant of Hie 
V. W. & Y. Ry.. and J. 1). McNeill, of Hie 
Mainland Transfer Company, were pas- 
sengers on the train, and were returning 
from a trip to the Sound. To a News-Ad- 
vertiser reporter Mr. McNeill gave the fol- 
lowing uccouut of the wreck: "Mr. Pas- 
sage and myself occupied chairs in the 
parlor car, and after leaving New West- 
minster were the only passengers In the 
car. The train got away from the Royal 
City Ubotlt 0:35 o'clock, and was making 
good time. When about two miles west of 
Burnaby lake. 1 fell the train Jar, and 
beard the air-brakes applied. Immediately 
afterward there was a crash, and the train 
came to u sudden stop. Accompanied by 
Mr. Passage. I Immediately left the cur 
to ascertain the cause ot the delay. There 
was a big commotion In the forward cars, 
which were Ivliig ovOr on (heir sides In 
Hie ditch. We went forward to the engine 
and found the locomotive, which had 
struck a fallen tree, lying smashed at the 
side of Hie track. The tender had been 
thrown 111 Hunt of the engine, and the 
baggage car was piled up on Hie engine. 
The train crew were endeavoring to locate 
the engineer, nnd called ills name several 
times, but received no answer. After 
waiting for a few minutes, we left til 
scene, and set out for I he B, C. Electri 
Company's line, and caught a car an 
enmc on to the city. The engine was bin 
ly smashed and all of Hie cars, with Hi 
exception of the parlor car, were derailed.

Ryan, were author- 
ized to arrange for the publication nf the 
Labor Union Directory, with the under- 
standing Hint It shall contain no political 
ivmtter whatever; as the council deems that 
this course will lie the most satisfactory 
to the business men who use it us a me- 
dium of advertising. 

• Delegate Williams reported on behalf of 
the civic committee that the questions pro- 
posed by tills council had been duly sub- 
mitted to the various candidates for civic 
honors. 

The president and executive wero In- 
structed to wait upon the manager of the 
Victoria theatre, and endeavor to settle 
the misunderstanding which appears to ex- 
l.st between the Musicians' Union and the 
management. 

The executive were also Instructed to 
visit the Blacksmiths' Helpers' Union at.

Yet it was the shipping men of 
the West, and of Victoria in particu- 
lar, who originated the idea of a gov- 
ernment-aided steamship line between 
Canada and .Mexico. It is seven or 
eight years ago since local merchants 
sent Mr, Yates to Ottawa to see about 
the granting of a subsidy lor a service 
to Mexico from British Columbia ports. 
Statistics were prepared here of tin. 
imports of Mexico, showing bow much 
of these •might be supplied by Canada. 
They formed a long list. After perus- 
ing these statistics the Ottawa gov- 
ernment sent .Mr. Shepherd Ui Mexico to 
investigate and on bis return, lie con- 
lirined the statistics arranged by the 
Victorians. His speech before the 
board of trade here pointed out how a 
great business could be worked up be- 
tween Canada and Mexico via British 
Columbia and the Pacific. .porta of Mex- 
ico. 

However, as soon as the report 
reached Ottawa, the Eastern merchants 
turned their attention to the- government 
to divert the service to the Atlantic, and, 
as anyone who has followed events 
wherein the choice between East and 
West has to he made can easily real- 
ize, the West was discriminated against 
by the Ottawa gove rnment. The con- 
tract was not gireTT't'or the Pacific ser- 
vice, and. it is reported, though no 
confirmation can be secured lure, that 
a suit will be brought against the gov- 
ernment by Andrew Weir and company 
on this account. Hut the East was 
given the service which the West laid 
the foundation for. and did all the in- 
itiatory work. In the contract given to 
the Eldcr-Dompster line, it is under- 
taken that n steamship service shall 
be given between Montreal, Charlotte- 
town and Halifax in the summer and 
Halifax only, in winter and the Mexi- 
can ports of Tampico, Vera Cruz and 
Projrreso, with the option of calling at 
other ports, with sailings at least once 
a month, The steamers winch will 
carry mails are to lie of at least 8,000 
tons, with a speed of 10 knots and fly 
tin British Hag.

DEUDRAETH CASTLE. 

Fronch Bark Brinqs News of Loss of 
Ship Off Ca.oe Horn. 

The French bark La Blanche, Capt. 
Fierce, has arrived at Seattle with fire- 
brick from Leith, and brought partlcu- 
lare of the loss of the British bark 
Deudraeth Castle, whose crew was 
saved and landed at Conception Bay 
by the fihip Pass of Kllliecmnkle. 

For three days the La Blanche: stood 
by the Deudraeth Castle, which was 
flying the signal, "Stand by — 1 need 
Immediate assistance." At that time 
the British vessel was waterlogged, 
her sails were torn to shreds and she 
was in a very hud way. This was on 
October 23. 

Captain Pierre of tho Frenchman 
states that when he spolte the Deu- 
draeth Castle both vessels were bat- 
tling with a terrible hurricane. Im- 
mense sens were sweeping both ships, 
and the crews had to risk their lives 
In fighting the elements. On the 
morning of October 24; after twenty- 
four hours of hard lighting with the 
elements, Captain Pierre was signaled, 
"Can I come aboard your vessel?" 
Captain Pierre immediately signaled, 
"Come aboard." 

After Heveral futile attempts to 
lower a boat In the sens, those on 
board the Deudraeth Castle gave up 
the struggle and turned their atten- 
tion to bending new sails on the yards. 
It was not until toward evening of 
October 25 that the gale subsided suf- 
ficiently to allow of canvass being car- 
ried. New sails were brought from 
below, after which the Deudraeth 
Castle stood off on iter course around 
the Horn. v 

Her signal to stand by was still fly- 
ing, and Captain Pierre put after her, 
but the British vessel proved too fast 
even in her waterlogged condition for 
| the French craft, and finally disap- 
peared. 

For the next few days the huirlcune 
increased In fury. Captain Pierre says 
it was all he could do to keep his ves- 
sel alloat. Nothing was seen of the 
British bark, and it was not until ad- 
vices were signaled from the British 
ship Pass of KUHecrankle that the fate 
of the Deudraeth Castle was learned. 

On October 29 the British .ship Glen- 
clova, which arrived at San Francisco 
last Friday, reports having seen an 
abandoned ship 15 miles southeast of 
Cape Horn. This is believed to have 
been the Deudraeth Castle.

A FREE PORT. 

National Port of Victoria With Pilotage 
and Other Port Fees Abolished. 

Yesterday morning the Ottawa cor- 
respondent of the Colonist told of the 
recommendation by the Triinsportal ion 
Commission that Victoria in common 
with other Canadian ports he made a 
national port, and freed of all charges 
to shipping other than dry dock and ele- 
vator charges. Port dues, pilotage, etc., 
will be free. Victoria will not lie free 
in the sense that it was in the days be- 
fore confederation, or as Hongkong is 
today, but shipping calling here will 
lie relieved of the charges now made 
for port and other dues. When the 
Transportation Commission was in Vic- 
toria in September last. Commissioner 
Ashdov.-n announced the schejnp.Sor free 
port's to include the wharfages |0id all 
ordinary port charges, the government 
taking over I he harbor ami till port ser- 
vants, wharfingers, pilots, shipping 
masters, etc., nil of whom, would he 
paid, not by fee, but by the government. 
Of course tho Change will he beneficial 



to shipping, nlthotigh it. is doubtful 
whether it will cause a great increase 
in the shipping which now calls at this 
port. The calls of Shipping are regu- 
lated by business, and the port dues, 
pilotage, etc., are minor considerations. 
For instance the average amount of pi- 
lotage of a liner is $28, and the port 
dues amount to two cents a ton. With u 
liner, the cost of whose daily niainlain- 
ttllce runs from $8pQ to $500 these are 
minor things, having little effect on the 
question of the vessel's call.
